An 
editor must, once or twice in his ca¬ 
reer, wish that he could sit down and 
write the honest truth about a depart¬ 
ed citizen who all his days was a 
neighboring nuisance and a cosmetic 
affliction—a man who all his days was 
mean in all his ways. Tempted as an 
editor sometimes is, he does not yield. 
Nearly always there is some devoted 
woman whose heart would be wrung, 
a mother, wife or daughter. So the 
editor prints pleasing platitudes about 
the departed citizen. And nobody 
blames him for doing so. It seems 
generally agreed that the obituary 
cclumn of a newspaper and the chisel¬ 
ed face of a tombstone are places 
where it is not well to tell the truth. 
There the whole duty is to be kind. 

TREE PLANTING 

There should be staged in this town 
and surrounding districts a campaign 
to encourage tree planting over the 
whole country side. This particularly 
pplies to town, village and country 
schools and rural homes and as the 
season for tree planting will soon be 
on no time should be lost in preparing 
the ground for the trees. Nothing in 
vhe world will take the place "of trees 
around the prairie home. 

PROOF OF THEIR WORTH 

Because Premier MacDonald and 
Secretary Thomas have had threaten¬ 
ing letters from “red’’ cranks, these 
two members of the Socialist-Labor 
government are being continually sha¬ 
dowed by secret service detectives, 
says the Vancouver Sun. If MacDon¬ 
ald and Thomas have really earned the 
active hatred of extremists they have 
gone a long way towards proving 
their worth. The successful man is 
always loved by some and hated by 
ethers. He is never ignored. The 
statesman, government official, editor, 
bank president, railroad head or big 
business man who doesn’t get a cer¬ 
tain modicum of anonymous abuse is 
dead and decomposing and doesn’t 
know it. 

FREE TRADE IN CATTLE SOUGHT 

Reciprocal free trade between Cana- 
oa and the United States in the cattle 
business is being sought by the gov¬ 
ernment, the house was informed last 
night during consideration of agricul¬ 
tural estimates. Representations had 
already been made to Washington by 
the government but no answer had yet 
been received. This information was 
given in answer to a statement by J. 
L. Brown, Progressive, Lisgar, who 
said that he had endeavored to secure 
mature heifers in the province of Que¬ 
bec, but was informed by a represen¬ 
tative of the Canadian Ayrshire 
Breeders Associations in that province 
thgt there were none available, owing 
to the demand for them from the mar¬ 
itime provinces and the United States. 

T. C. Milne, independent member of 
the legislature for Claresholm who de¬ 
feated Mrs. McKinney, U.F.A., in the 
last elections and who voted with the 
government upon all occasions has 
moved across to the independent group 
He did so after critizing, the govern¬ 
ment for its failure to cut expendi¬ 
tures and balance the budget He was 
particularly strong in his criticism of 
the minister of public works, A. Ross, 
in connection with the Compensation 
Act and Die administration of the 
labor bureaus. All of which goes to 
show that the government made a 
grievous mistake when they took a 
man of Ross’ calibre into the cabinet. 


MILLING WHEAT EMBARGO 

Now that the United States has defi¬ 
nitely decided to bar out Canadian 
wheat with a prohibitive 42-cent tariff 
wall, there is no good reason why Ca¬ 
nada, on her side, should not declare 
an immediate embargo on the Canadi¬ 
an wheat that for years past has been 
pouring into the United States, in 
bond, for milling purposes to enrich 
the American milling industry and 
swell American payrolls. Once Cana¬ 
dian hard wheat was definitely with¬ 
held from American mills, those mills 
would be forced, through lack of high- 
grade flour constituents, to establish 
branches in Canada, and more particu¬ 
larly in Vancouver, for the purpose of 
serving the Oriental market. Or, even 
if American millers were able to car¬ 
ry on without Canadian wheat by sac¬ 
rificing profits to take the Argentine 
or Australian products, the markets 
ordinarily served by American mills 
would temporarify, at least, be in such 
i. disturbed condition that they could 
be easily captured by any British ca¬ 
pital that chose to establish mills on 
the Canadian Pacific coast. That the 
United States of America has declared 
war on Canadian wheat growers is too 
obvious to bear repetition. Canada’s 
cnly means of defending herseli 
against this economic onslaught is to 
withdraw from American . industry 
those raw products upon which Ame¬ 
rican industry has fattened, and make 
them yield full profits to this country 
alone. To permit the further export 
of Canadian wheat to American mills 
is simply to turn the other cheek, and 
to lie down helplessly before a tariff 
policy that is sure to undermine the 
agricultural prosperity of. this domi¬ 
nion if Canadians do not fight tariff 
with tariff, embargo with embargo, to 
the last ditch. 

SUPERFLUOUS QUESTION 

This has come to be a superfluous 
question among men of business. 
There was a time when to have de¬ 
clared boldly and out loud in a public 
place that it paid to advertise in the 
newspaper would probably have stir, 
red up a chorus of dissenters, but to¬ 
day advertising is belter understood. 
All advertising is good; some adver¬ 
tising is better; but the very best adr 
vertising on the face of the earth Ls 
that which slips into the home town 
paper and goes direct to the home. 
To be sure, the best bit of soil requir¬ 
es something more than merely drop¬ 
ping the seed into the ground. Give 
your newspaper advertising its due co¬ 
operation; have the copy properly 
written, and if you are not sure you 
can write it so it will get results, have 
someone who knows how to write it, 
and newspaper advertising will do its 
full share every time. 

PUT DUTY ON EGGS 

Putting a duty on eggs coming from 
the United States would no doubt be 
vigorously opposed by very many con¬ 
sumers. When the whole situation is 
rnalysed it is found to be not so seri¬ 
ous a matter as opponents of custom 
duties would have us believe. Tariff 
for revenue is an admitted necessity 
even by free traders. Such an impost 
on eggs would bring revenue to the 
government Revenue obtained inthis 
way would enlighten the burden in an¬ 
other direction. Who is there who 
would rather pay an impost of 10c. 
or even, 20c. on every dozen eggs he 
bought at intervals than have pre¬ 
sented to him a bill for a big sum of 
dollars in taxes? If there were no 
duties collected on goods coming into 
the country we would all have to pay 
taxes directly to the government. 
This was advocated by Mr. W. C. 
Good, the present M.P. for one of the 
Brants, in a speech delivered in the 
town hall here a couple of years ago. 
But we notice Mr. Good has never ad¬ 
vocated direct taxation on the floor of 
the house of commons.—Alliston Her¬ 
ald.

As the law now 
stands liquor advertising is to be for¬ 
bidden absolutely on billboards but al¬ 
lowed in Alberta newspapers under 
regulations to be fixed by the liquor 
Commissioner. The amount license 
charge to brewers are reduced from 
$2000 to $1500 per year.

CONSERVE STOCK 

Numbers of breeding cattle, sheep 
and unfinished steers of feeder quali¬ 
ty- have been saved from immediate 
slaughter and given increased value 
through what is termed the Car Lot 
Policy of the Live Stock Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 
In his annual report, the Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture, 
points out that up to the end of De¬ 
cember a year ago, 88,024 steers, 70,- 
332 heifers, and 40,000 sheep that 
would otherwise have been slaughtered 
at stock yards have been retained ei¬ 
ther for feeding or breeding purposes. 
This policy provides for the payment 
by the Live Stock Branch of the reas¬ 
onable travelling expenses of farmers 
who purchase animals in car lots at 
central stock yards and take them to 
their farms. In Eastern Canada the 
assistance rendered is confined to the 
puicliase of female breeding stock. 
In Western Canada the policy covers 
stocker and feeder cattle in addition 
to the breeding stock. The asistance 
given is not available for stock being 
purchased with speculative intent. 
This conservation of breeding stock 
was affeetd at a cost of 59 cents per 
hear! for cattle and slightly over 18 
cents per head for sheep. 

NO ESCAPE

ARE MAKING GOOD 

Out of thirty settlers on the Bobtail 
Indian ReseriV. near Ponoka, Alta., 
but one is classified by the soldier set¬ 
tlement district supervisor as likely 
to fail. This reserve was taken over 
by the Soldier Settlement Board in 
1919 and divided into farm units .of 
an eve rage size of 214 acres. In the 
season of 1923 all the settlers had 
lrom one-third to one-half of their 
acreage under cultivation—in one case 
140 acres—although none of the land 
was broken when the district was 
opened. Buildings have been erected, 
farms fenced and other, improvements 
completed. The district has a schoo’ 
house and roadwork has been done. 
There is a Dominion Stock Association 
in tire district and the supervisor re¬ 
ports a marked tendency towards 
mixed? farming. The settlers are well 
equilfhnl—with producing stock and 
maelfcnery. In the present collection 
period 28 of the 30 settlers had pay¬ 
ments due; nineteen have made full 
payments and seven very substantial 
payments, with prospects that before 
the end of the period not more than 
ten to fifteen per cent of the amount 
will be outstanding. A number of the 
settlers l\ave large familes and Were 
under the necssity of having to build 
large houses at first. This was rather 
a handicap to them as they 'needed 
all their resourses for the development 
of their land. While they were not 
particularly favored by the weather¬ 
man, the whole district having i-uffer- ■ 
ed from damage by hail last year, they 
have made splendid showing, due in 
large measure to thejr fine spirit and 
industry, - 

MUSICALFESTIVAL 

The Seventeenth Annual ‘Alberta 
Musical Festival which is to be held in 
Calgary, on May, 13, 14, 15 and 16th, 
is already showing promise of being 
one of the best and biggest events of 
its kind that has taken place in the 
province. Entries^for all classes have 
been received by the secretary, and 
although it is eary yet for these to be 
in, it indicates the amount of interest 
which is being taken, and also that a 
much larger number of entries may be 
looked for within the next six weeks. 

In addition to the usual classes for 
choral, choir, vocal and instrumental 
competition which have been in the syl¬ 
labus in previous years, this year sees 
a number of additions, which greatly 
widen the sPope of the Festival. The 
■ full number of classes are: 

Choral. Societies, for 36 voices and 
over, and for not more than 35 voices; 
church choirs, 35 to 60 voices; 21 to 
35 voices; 20 voices or less; men’s and 
boys’ church choirs, church choirs for 
towns not exceeding 3,000 population. 

Female choruses, minimum 12 voic¬ 
es; male choruses; vocal quartettes, 
mixed, male and female; ladies’ trio; 
vocal duets, soprano and tenor; con¬ 
tralto and bass; vocal solos; soprano, 
mezzo soprano, contralto, tenor, bari¬ 
tone, bass; open solo, female voices 
and inale voices, young vocalists, 15 
to 20 years of age; in soprano, con¬ 
tralto, tenor and bass classes; boys’ 
and girls solo, under 15 years of age. 

Piano solos, 15 years and , under, 
senior, 16 to 22 years of age, and open 
competition. 

Violincello, wood, wind and brass 
wind instruments, string orchestra 
of not more than 25 players, full or¬ 
chestra of not more than 50 players. 

Sight singing, ear test, piano sight 
playing, piano sight accompaniment 
public school choruses, Sunday school 
choirs, choral sight singing, musical 
composition, gold medallists class, 
open to winners of gold medals for 
singers at previous Festivals. 

The adjucators who have consented 
to come to Calgary are Dr. Fricker, of 
Toronto, and Pr. James Lyon, of Lon¬ 
don, England, and Mr. Herbert Fryer, 
of London, England. Dr. Fricker and 
Dr. Lyon will adjuicate in the choral 
and vocal classes, and Mr. Fryer will 
adjudicate the competitions in the in¬ 
strumental and string classes. 

While the time for the festival is 
drawing near it may be pointed out 
that there is still a comfortable 
amount of time for choirs and individ¬ 
uals to prepare for competition, and 
choir masters or others who are desir¬ 
ous of making entry are assured that 
they can obtain copies of the music at 
any of the music stores in Calgary, 
Lethbridge or Edmonton, and that 
any information they may require 
about it or any matter relating to the 
Festival will gladly be supplied by the 
secretary, Mr. Edgar Higgin, 403 
Sixth Avenue West, Calgary. 

PRODUCTION OF NATURAL GAS 

The total production of natural gas 
in the Province of Alberta during the 
year 1923, acordin-g to returns made 
by the Dominion Bureau q£ Statistics, 
was 6,135,260,000 cubic feet, in com¬ 
parison with 6,868,439,000 cubic feet 
in 1922. The Province in this regard 
is second only to Ontario, which pro¬ 
duced in 1923 a total of 7,900,000,000 
cubic feet. The total production of 
crude petroleum in Alberta in 1923 
was 6,659 barrels compared with 4,625 
barrels in 1922. Natural gas is now in 
use in four cities in Alberta. 

The approximate industrial payroll 
of the Province of Alberta for the year 
1923, including the mining industry, 
was $62,000,000, according to figures 
obtainable from the Compensation 
Board.

ANOTHER PEST 

Manitoba farmers lost about 3,500- 
000 bushels of wheat in 1922 owing to 
the attacks of the wheat stem sawfiy, 
and the first of these pests were not 
noticed in the province until ten years 
ago. Last year there were some of 
them noticed in certain districts in Al¬ 
berta , on both sides of the Iteu Deer 
liver, in the Munson and Three Hills 
district, and to a less extent around 
Brooks, Gleichen and Coronation. The 
question is taken up in a recent bul¬ 
letin issued by the department of ex¬ 
tension of the University of Alberta, 
in which E. H. Strickland, professor 
of ebomology,tells of the spread of the 
sawfiy and all about it. The hubits of 
the sawfiy are such that it can be com¬ 
bated with some degree of success, for 
the larva after gnawing a ring around 
the inside of the wheat stem retires 
down into the stub and there remains 
dormant until the following May or 
June. Deep plowing, at least six in¬ 
ches, of all the infested stubble be¬ 
tween harvest and the following June 
will result in the open end of the stub¬ 
ble being buried and the escape of the 
newly hatched sawfiy made impossible 
The furrows must be well inverted. 
Fall plowing is more effective than 
spring plowing, but the latter is ef¬ 
fective if it is followed by the packer, 
says Prof. Strickland. These flics 
have been seen around some of the 
fields for some years past, but it was 
thoughtsthey were—not doing much 
damage. However, thd loss which has 
been sustained in Manitoba is just an 
indication of what may result in Al¬ 
berta if the pest is not attacked in 
time. In some fields in Manitoba as 
much as from 75 to 90 per cent of the 
entire stand of grain has been severed 
a few days before harvest. Saskat¬ 
chewan fields are also suffering now 
and the movement is still westward 
and Alberta will soon have to take ac¬ 
tive steps to meet another enemy of 
the grain grower. The infested fields 
will be found to suffer chiefly around 
the edges, probably extending in for a 
couple of rods and these portions 
should certainly be plowed under. 
Spring wheat and spring rye are the 
two most susceptible crops; barley is 
very little affected and oats and flax 
aie quite immune. Fall rye is heavily 
attacked but nearly all the larvae die 
before they reach the base of the 
straw. This makes fall rye a valuable 
crop to seed in fields that are known 
to be infested. ► 

REGARDING ALBERTA COAL 

There is some force and pertinence 
in the assertion of the Farmers’ Sun, 
that the impracticeability of market¬ 
ing Alberta coal economically in Onta¬ 
rio is not due to hostility on the part 
of Sir Henry Thornton. Labor figures 
at the mines are as follows: Surface 
laborers are paid $6.58 for an eight 
hour day. Drivers get $7.21 for the 
same number of hours. Machinists, 
carpenters, and blacksmiths are paid 
$8.14. Machine miners pull down $8.02 
and contract miners $10, all wages 
stated, being on the basis of eight 
hours of labor. Next there comes the 
cost of hauling. Conductor per 100 
mile run; Engineers of freight trains, 
$6.64; firemen, $4,88; brakemcn, $4.48; 
higher rates in all cases being allowed 
for overtime. Telegraphers receive 
$117 to $128 per month, and dispatch¬ 
ers $230 to $238 per month. These fig¬ 
ures explain the secret of an impossi¬ 
ble Ontario price on Alberta coal.

_ The city of Lethbridge worr their 
gas rate case against the Western 
Canada Gas Co., and the latter com- j 
pany will be obliged to supply gas to 
the city till 1927 at the rate of 36 cents 
- per thousand feet. 

An American friend writes that he 
■Jsent his car to the garage recently. 
A note accompanied the car stating 
that it was leaking, that every morn¬ 
ing when he took out the car it 
smelled like a cabinet minister. 

Entries for 60 homesteads by new 
settlers were made at the dominion 
land office at Edmonton during the 
month of March, indicating the com¬ 
mencement of the movement of new 
settlers to. the province. 

More than $2,000,000 worth of raw 
furs are received in Edmonton annual¬ 
ly, and a fur exchange will be estab¬ 
lished in Edmonton. It is expected 
that this institution will give a useful 
impetus to this important Alberta in¬ 
dustry. 

Russian judges have sentenced four 
persons to death and 20 persons bo 
long imprisonment at Kiev. They are 
all intellectuals “the leading brains 
of Russia.” It is poor business for in 
the best murids alone lies the salvation 
of Russia. “- 

Students of the University of Chica¬ 
go were recently told by an enterpris¬ 
ing firm that they would for $10 do 
the students thinking for them. That 
is they will do research work in any 
subject on ‘ the curriculum and write 
it for them. Only a lazy student 
would accept such an offer. 

Seven hundred Czecho-Slovaks have 
arrived in Winnipeg during the past 
few days, the first of 3,000 settlers ex¬ 
pected from Czecho-Slovakia during 
the spring. They are being di tribut- 
ed by immigration authorities 
throughout the prairie provinces, all 
of *bem being anxious to take up 
farms. ’■ . .

Dodge Brothers have begun as¬ 
sembling cars at its plant at Walker- 
ville to supply English and New Zea¬ 
land markets, in addition to the Cana¬ 
dian trade. Where possible, Canadian 
materials are used in manufacture and 
all departments will be operated by 
Canadian labor, formulating policies 
in keeping with requirements of the 
countries in which the product is sold. 

The provincial government seed 
grain cleaning and marketing plant 
has disposed to date of more than 
50,000 bushels of seed, which is in ex¬ 
cess of the amount it was expected 
would be marketed this season and 
compares with 16,600 bushels market¬ 
ed during the season’of 1922-23. A 
great deal of seed is going out to 
farmers in the province, as well as to 
points abroad. 

Not long ago, E. E. Brown, navy- 
paymaster, at San Diego,. Califomia/ 
confessed to his wife that he had stol¬ 
en $120,000 of government funds. 
She pleaded with him to give himself 
up and return the money. Instead he 
disappeared. But before be disap¬ 
peared his wife managed to get $75,- 
820 of the loot away from him, which 
yesterday she returned to the navy de¬ 
partment. 

According to reports reaching here 
from reliable sources, it is expected 
that a large party of Swedish settlers 
will arrive in Alberta shortly from the 
Old Land, and will be distributed from 
Edmonton. Most of these settlers, it 
is stated, have certain financial re¬ 
sources and are prepared to buy 
farms. During the present year, it is 
stated that some 6,000 of these settl¬ 
ers will come to northern Alberta. 

By arrangements made by Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, a 
trial shipment of cows and steers wijl 
be made in the near future to Japan, 
for the purpose of testing out the pos¬ 
sibilities of a market for Alberta’s 
livestock in that country. It is also 
the purpose of the department to send 
with the shipment a qualified investi¬ 
gator who will look into the possibili¬ 
ty* of a market for all of Alberta’s 
farm product*.
